People’s Party, held its position as 
A u stria’s largest party, 
winning 
144 seats in the 165-member lower 
House. O f these, F ig l’s People's 
P a rty took 77. The Communist- 
lipped their four places to five. 
Outpost of Dem ocracy 
Chancellor Figl, surveying the 
results, declared the election gave 
“ clear and 
unm istakable 
proof 
that Austria is an outpost of the 
Western Dem ocratic W orld.” 
The Chinese Em bassy's “ LH tie 
Revolution” was not the only bit 
of pro-Communist a ctiv ity in lead­ 
erless France.

Chudoft’s reply was that other m em ­ 
bers of Congress had done the same thing 
and, therefore, ho saw no reason why he 
should be forbidden. 
McGranery w as perfectly well aw are of 
w hat Chudoff meant. A recent conspicuous 
instance was th a t of another Pennsylvani­ 
an, Rep. Francis E. W alter, now serving 
his ninth term in the House. W alter took a 
fee of $170,000 for representing stockhold­ 
ers in a suit against the Pennroad corpora­ 
tion and the Pennsylvania railroad. 
JUDGE REFUSES 
But tile judge stood his ground. C hu- 
doff's suit is to compel M cG ranery and 
other federal judges in eastern P ennsylva­ 
nia to permit him to appear in th eir courts. 
M cGranery, it seems to me, has shown 
great courage in refusing to be intim idated 
in this m attei. He m ust himself pay any 
costs in connection w ith the suit since the 
judiciary is not provided w ith a fund to 
defend itself from tho legislature.

W ashington—In the confidential files of 
Sen. Clyde Hoey’s investigating committee 
is a report on Gen. H arry Vaughan and his 
partner, John Maragon, in which they seek 
sunken treasure at the bottom of the sea. 
And as usual, they pull a

This is one part of the

The SS Luckenbach, sunk in 60 feet of 
w ater off Key West, Fla., by a Nazi sub 
in 1942 was carrying a cargo of tin worth 
more than $2,000,000. The cargo, owned by 
the U. S. government and partly salvaged,

MARAGON THROWS WEIGHT 


Because of this, the 
private 
Insurance 
companies through their agent, the Cargo 
Salvage Corp., signed a contract Nov. 6. 
1947 with Clark Brothers of Palm Beach, 
Fla., to salvage the cargo of the SS Luck­ 
enbach. This contract had no time lim ita­ 
tion and is still legally in effect. 
However, one year later, the amazing 
Mr. Maragon and the president’s military 
aide stepped in and pulled the rug right 
out from under them. Instead they secured 
■ a provisional contract to recover the sunk- 
big Ion ore for their friends, Robert Stefanich 
and Zeke Afram of Milwaukee. 
G eneral Vaughan used to be a m anu­ 
facturers’ representative in Milwaukee and 
is a close friend of H arry Hoffman, Mil­ 
w aukee advertising man.

Three 
lo four hundred acres of now- 
vacant prairie will soon sprout 
forth homes, shops, office build­ 
ings, a parking lot and even a 
cemetery. 
Silver-haired 
Melvin 
Jones, 
founder and secretary-general of 
the organization, says the project 
“isn’t any vision or ‘dream city.’ 
It got out of the dream stage long 
ago and was always more than a 
gleam in the architect’s eye. It’s 
going up—and soon.” 
Lions international headquar­ 
ters 
will 
remain 
in downtown 
Chicago, but the new site will in­ 
clude space for additional offices 
and storage facilities, a post office 
and library, motels for visitors, a 
hotel with banquet rooms, hospi­ 


tals, schools, colleges, churches, a 
printing 
plant 
and an old peo­ 
ple's home. The envisioned ceme­ 
tery will be known as the “Gar­ 
den of Memories.”

The project grew out of a need 
for 
expansion

quarters and to provide for mem­

Lions’

Jones has announced that 1000

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Delta Supervisors Seek 
Answer To Welfare And 
n Road Finance Problems 


Ending their 
morning 
session 
today on an optimistic note, the 
Delta county board of supervisors 
this afternoon were in meeting in 
an effort to work out welfare and 
county road finance problems on 
a county-wide basis. 
Discussion this morning indicat­ 
ed the possibility that the town­ 
ships and cities might get together 
to pool a part of their sales tax 
diversion money, amounting 
to 
a total of about $240,000 a year, 
to help finance 
rising 
welfare 
coats and a badly 
needed 
road 
program. 
How the plan will be worked 
out had not been discussed, 
but 
there is the possibility that it will 
be studied by either 
a 
special 
committee or the finance commit­ 
tee and presented to the supervi­ 
sors for consideration this after­ 
noon. 
County Needs Help 
C. W. Stoll, chairman of the fi­ 
nance committee, at the morning 
session advised the board that the 
county cannot 
meet 
the 
total 
county relief budget without the 
assistance of the townships and 
cities. 
The 
finance 
committee 
has suggested that the supervisors 
consider a plan whereby the town­ 
ships and cities would contribute 
on the basis of $1.50 per capita. 
Supervisor Chester 
Peak 
of 
Ford River and Omer Tanguary 
of Bark River said that county 
road costs should also be consid­ 
ered on a county-wide basis, and 
pointed out that last 
year 
the 
townships and cities had contrib­ 
uted $1 per capita for welfare but 
the county board had not consid­ 
ered a pro-rated plan to aid the 
county road commission. 
There was considerable discus 
sion of the separate interests of 
the townships and cities in relief 
and in roads, 
until 
Supervisor 
Wynand Nieuwenkamp of Glad­ 
stone proposed that both 
prob­ 
lems should be considered on a 
county-wide basis. 
“We need to get our heads to­ 
gether and work out 
a 
policy, 
considering 
the 
needs 
of 
the 
whole county,” he said. 
Supervisor Nevin Reynolds of 
Escanaba concurred, and 
added 
that “we will get no place con­ 
sidering this on a unit by unit 
basis.” 
Enough For All 
Supervisor Allen T. Mercier of 
Nahma said he believes there is 
sufficient 
sales 
tax 
diversion 
money coming to the cities 
and 
townships each year to “care for 
relief and for roads, and give 
a 
little to the schools if they need 
extra help.” 
This could be ac­ 
complished only if the funds are 
pooled and allocated to the wel­ 
fare department and road com­ 
mission to carry out their county- 
wide programs, he added. 
The discussion was 
provoked 
by the report of the finance com­ 
mittee in which it was proposed 
that the townships and cities aid 
in financing the welfare program. 
Finance Chairman 
Stoll 
re­ 
ported that the welfare 
budget 
request for 1950 is $82,430 and 
that the county cannot provide 
more than $50,000. 
There will be 
an overdraft in the welfare bud­ 
get of $18,000 by the end of this 
year and the assistance of the 
townships and cities is necessary 
if the welfare budget is to be met. 
Welfare Costs Higher 
Supervisor 
Harold 
Gustafson 
of Ensign, chairman of the board I 
of supervisors and an ex-officio 
member of the Delta social wel- j 
fare commission, reported on the 
factors that have caused a rise in I 
direct relief case load and costs 
in the county. 
Costs have gone up even higher 
than the case load might indicate, 
he explained. 
Pie cited, as ex­ 
ample, that local hospital costs 
are now $6 per day, and $16 per ' 
day for relief patients sent to Ann 1 
Arbor for treatment in Univer­ 
sity hospital. 
The county social welfare com- : 
mission is staying as close to the 
state recommended food budget 
as possible, and because of this 
and the financial straits of 


county and the county’s effort to 
help by raising 
taxable 
valua­ 
tions, the state welfare commis­ 
sion is continuing its 15-85 relief 
cost sharing ratio 
with 
Delta. 
Gustafson said a cost study has 
been made here and in other Up­ 
per Peninsula counties in an ef­ 
fort to find out why 
the 
per- 
capita relief cost in Delta is high­ 
er than in adjacent counties. The 
members of the welfare commis­ 
sion were expected to be at this 
afternoon’s session of the board. 
The members of 
the 
county 
road commission 
were 
at 
the 
morning session of the board but 
were not called upon. 
They will 
be present this afternoon to give 
information and to urge that the 
supervisors take some action to­ 
ward aiding the commission car­ 
ry out an adequate county road

Discovery of this relation be­ 
tween Rh sensitization and blood 
group A was made in the course 
of studies on more than 11,000 
pregnant women during the years 
1943-1948. 
In a sample of 228 sensitized

124

children afflicted with the dis­ 
ease. 
Of these 124, more 
than 
half, 66, belonged to blood group 
A.

Pointing to the SITO,600.OOO in 
bank deposits, Dillm an declared 
there is am ple capital for invest­ 
m e n t 
in 
sound arid reasonable 
business and in dustry in the re­ 
gion. The region also has an a m ­ 
ple 
supply of high grade labor. 
T h e speaker devoted most of his 
address to a discussion of the n a t ­ 
ural resources that could be u t i ­ 
lized to sustain the economy of 
the U p p er Peninsula. 
His rem arks follow: 
“ There is, I am afraid, a ra th e r 
w idespread misconception to tile 
effect that the n a tu ra l resources 
of 
the 
peninsula are n e a r e x ­ 
haustion. W e h e a r statements d e ­ 
claring th a t th e forest products 
industry is all th ro u g h because of 
tfcc devastation of forest lands; 
w e are told that 
th e 
rem aining 
©coper in th e peninsula is so deep 
in 
the earth that 
it 
cannot be 
m in ed profitably; we are told that 
the rich iron ore is about e x h a u s t­ 
ed and ’hat the iron mining in­ 
d u stry is approaching th e fringes 
of its 
activity: w e a re told that 
agricultural land is being d eplet­ 
ed and that farming henceforth 
will be on a m arginal basis. 
Inexhaustible Riches 
“I think I can say w ithout fear 
of 
founded 
contradiction 
that 
none of these things is true. As a 
matter of fart, th e U pper P e n i n ­ 
sula not only has vast riches but 
also 
counts am ong its resources 
several which are virtually ine x­ 
haustible— inexhaustible, that 
is, 
if 
proper 
conservation m ethods 
are maintained. 
‘‘Perhaps th e n a tu ra l resource 
which is m ost m is represented and 
least 
understo od 
is 
our forest 
lands. This misconception is b as­ 
ed on the past history of l u m b e r ­ 
ing in w hich it w as custom ary for 
loggers and sawm ill operators to 
strip off the virgin tim ber, a b a n ­ 
don the land, a n d m o v e on to new 
stands for timber. T h e r e has been 
a tendency to think ol the timber 
resource only in te rm s of large 
sawlogs. 
Actually, 
th e 
forest 
products industries of the p e n i n ­ 
sula 
are w idely diversified, and 
the 
saw -log 
is only one of th e 
r a w materials yielded by th e for­ 
est land. 
“It 
is 
shortsighted to look at 
the future of th e wood industries 
entirely 
in 
te rm s of board feet 
and cords of raw material. 
T he 
true 
economic 
resource 
is the 
tim b er-g ro w in g land. 
The forest 
and 
the 
industries 
dependent 
upon it are a dom inant economic 
factor in th e area.

In Novembei 
1946, with the assistance of the E m p lo y m en t Service, he secured 
work v\atli the N o rth ern Motor Rebuilders, w h e r e he is a valve g rin ­ 
der operator.

Here is another recipe for Hie 
cake received from Lucille Mer­ 
c e r of Garden: 
Lightning ( ake 
One-half cup butter 
Pour egg yolks 
One cup Hour 
Four egg whites 
One-half cup sugar 
One-fourth cup milk 
Two 
and 
one-half 
teaspoons 
baking powder. 
Have yolks beaten to add alter­ 
nately with milk. Sift Hour once. 
Measure and sift three or four 
tunes 
with baking powder. Put 
in two greased and slightly flour­ 
ed 9-inch pans. Beat egg whites 
stiff cream with them tile sugar 
and add flavoring. Spread this on 
top of the above dough one and 
one-half 
inches away from the 
very edge nil 
around. 
Sprinkle 
with cocoanut or chopped mitts 
and bake in a 350 degree oven 20 
to 25 minutes. When cool spread 
tile custard in between two lay­ 
ers only. 
Custard: 
one cup milk, pinch 
salt, one tablespoon flour, one- 
half cuj) sugar, one egg, one ta­ 
blespoon cornstarch, one-half tea­ 
spoon vanilla. Cook
